Of the Fifteenth division ene 
company of the Two Hundred and 
Twenty-ninth regiment reserve infan- 
try was reduced from 159 to 63 men 
in the fighting of March 28, and the 
remnant was subséquently annihilated. 


Lose 70 Per Cent of Men.. 


The Ejighty-eighth -division lost 30 
per cent of its strength on the first 
day and 40 per cent of the remainder 
by March 29. The One Hundred and 
Nineteenth division was reduced to 40 
per cent of its fighting force and the 
Two Hundred and Eighth division to 
30 per cent. 

In addition to the foregoing we know 
that at Arras one regiment lost twen- 
ty-four of its officérs, while, most 
striking of all, perhaps, are the de- 
tailed figures of tne First battalion 
of the One Hundred and Fortieth 
regiment of the Fortieth division, as 
given in a captured memorandum. 
This shows that after the first day’s 
fighting the first company had left 
two officers, four noncommissioned, 
and thirty-five men; the Second com- 
pany, no officers, one noncommis- 
sioned, and sixteen men: the third 
company, one officer, six noncommis- 
sioned, and twenty-six men, and the 
fourth company, no officers, four non- 
commissioned, and seventeen men. 
The total for the battalion' was thus 
three officérs, fifteen noncommissioned, 
and ninety-four men. 


Others Suffered as Hard. 

There is no n to suppose that 
these divisions, of which chance has 
thrown the figures into our hands, 
suffered any more than others oftwhich 
we have no formal details. From 
these fragments it is not possible to 
make any accurate statement of the 
whole losses, but it is evident that an 
estimate made in an early message 
that the German casualties averaged 
from 30 to 50 per cent in all divisions 
engaged was not exaggerated. 

On thgt basis, if you reckon 3,000 
to 4,000 in each of eighty divisions, 
you arrive at some conjectural total 
of the infantry losses wee aie 240,000 to 
320,000. 

One shrinks from using a tone of 
jubilation in speaking of killed and’ 
wounded men, even Germans, but the 
enemy brought this on himself, and it is 
impossible rot to be glad that our sac- 
rifice has been atoned for many fold. 


British Welcome U. 8. Troops. 

I see mention has been made now in 
the English papers’ of American coup- 
eration with British troops. We, of 
course, had some intirffation of things 
which it would not have been discreet 
to speak of. 

Now that the fact is xoown: blow. 
ever, I would like to say that quite 
apart from the fighting value of the 
Americans, I believe every thinking 


the United States troops should come 
to fight side by side with British 
troops under the command of British 
officers in such a cause as one of the 
fimest incidents in history. . 

It means the realization of an almost 
incredible dream, and the moral effect 
will make each American unit worth 
ten times s its actual weight.

The latter include arms, munitions, 
live stock, clothing, food supplies, rail- 
roads, electric lines, canals, and “all 
other articles intended to be used by 
the United States, or any associate na- 
tion, in connection with the conduct of 
the war.”

The nation in its war emergency needs now, as 
it needed last year, the correlating agency of a su- 
perior war council which would have in compre- 
hension the various work and could cotrdinate one 
activity with another. Its need is the same, but 
the vigor in the efforts to obtain this needed agency 
is gone. It is worn out by the obstinacy~of govern- 
ment and the stubbornness of opinion, by the re 
sentment of officials and of the public. 

The claque wears down the critic, but it does not 
correct the facts. The facts will prevail. They 
will retard and they will hold back from successful 
accomplishment. The United States cannot fight 
this war by what it thinks {itis doing. It will fight 
it by what it does do, and opinion will not change 
these facts. 

Opinion and stubbornness and pride will not give. 
value to a condition which has no value. What we 
think we have done will not hurt the Germans. 
Our opinion of our own efforts will not be effective 
on the battlefield. The only thing that will count 
there will be what we actually have done. 


. PAYING THE PRICE. 

Gen. Wood's vigorous words should give us & 
new appreciation of the difficulties and hardships 
that we ‘shall have to endure before attaining vio 
tory. At the time we entered the war we were 
inclined to think that victory would be easy. We 
recalled the Spanish-American war, and we seemed 
to think that our participation in this war would 
be another matinée performance. American wealth, 
American resources, American efficiency would be 
immediately effective. “We're going to win,” says 
Gen. Wood, “ but not easily; not without paying the 
price that all must pay for waiting too long.” Are 
we prepared to to pay the price?

‘When the most ruthless methods are 
esisdlalee to lead us to victory, swift

fair lands of France, the ravishing of 
women, the enslavement of workmen, 
and the murder of little children.

ANTHRAX GERMS 
FEARED IN SHEEP 
ON WAY HERE) 


The presence of an organism which 
May prove to be anthrax, one of the 
most infectious and deadly diseases to 
which animal life is subject, has been 
detected in the blood of one of the 140 
‘sheep which died this week at Belvi- 
dere, Ill. . 

Coincident with announcement, 
one of the most able pathologists in 
Chicago stated last night that during 
the last three weeks cases of anthrax 
have appeared in unusual numbers in 
various parts of the country. 
Dr. Maximilian Herzog and. Dr. 
Meyer D. Moledezky of the laboratory 
of pathology and bacteriology in the 
Marshall Field building are making 
tests to determine positively whether 
or not any of the sheep at Belvidere 
were infected with anthrax. Associ- 
ated with them in the work is Dr. G. 
‘W. Keehn, pathologist for the Chicago 
Veterinary college. — 
. Last night Dr. Moledezky stated that 
he could not say positively whether or 
mot the organism discovered was an- 
thrax. | 
' “We detected the presence of an or- 
ganism which greatly resembles an-. 
thrax,” he stated. 
organism which sometimes deveiops in 
the body of a dead animal which re- 
sembles anthrax, but which is not. We 
therefore making further tests to 
heoaates positively.
